James Foster Fanseen, a barrister from Baltimore with Swing in Education, 
a salient lack of professional maritime experience.

Fanseen’s background includes everything from teaching Special Research 
school to establishing a probationary system for juvenile 
offenders. These, while being worthy avocations, hardly 
contribute to Mr. Fanseen’s knowledge of maritime af¬ 
fairs. However, according to the “New York Times,” he 
is an avid yachtman — which, in a circuitous way, might 
even facilitate his probes of the operational side of the 
maritime complex. 

Be that as it may, Mr. Fanseen’s appointment calls 
to mind something that has long bewildered Pacific Coast 
steamship men. We refer to the fact that since its incep- 
ton in 1961, none of the FMC members have been from 
this coast. 

“No Pacific Coast men yet appear on the roster of 
the Maritime Commission (the forerunner of FMC) 
though all five commissioners and a number of their as¬ 
sistants have been appointed. 

“Exactly what, pray, is the idea? Is the Pacific Coast 
being neglected out of spite or out of ignorance?” 

This lamentation appeared in a PACIFIC SHIPPER 
editorial published three decades ago. And during that 
30-year span, while dozens of commissioners were appointed 
to the august body, the Pacific Coast has remained under 
a kind of Federal exile. How much longer will the regula¬ 
tory body ignore the Pacific Coast?
